What is claimed is: 

I 1. (Currently Amended) In a cotton harvester having a basket including an interior 
for receiving and holding cotton harvested by the harvester and apparatus for compacting 
*e harvested cotton into a compacted body, the basket including an open side connecting 
with the interior and a door having a proximal end connected adjacent to a floor of the 
basket for pivotal movement between a closed position in closing relation to the open 
side and an open position extending sidewardly from the floor in generally parallel 

7 relation thereto, the door having a distal end opposite the ptoximal end and a cotton 

8 conveying surface which faces the interior when the door is in the closed position and 

9 which faces upwardly when the door is in the open position, the cotton conveying surface 
10 including elements movable for conveying the compacted cotton from the interior

downward direction relative to a portion of the compacted body supported on the door. 
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2. (Original) In the cotton harvester of claim 1, the improvement further comprising 
the upper surface of the door extension extending downwardly from the distal end of the 
door to the free end of the extension when Ihe door is in the open position and the 
4 extension is in the deployed position. 

1 3. (Original) In the cotton harvester of claim 2, the improvement comprising the 

2 upper surface ofthe extension extending downwardly from the distal end of the door at 
between about a 5 degree and a 1 5 degree angle to the cotton conveying surface of the

1 4. (Original) In the cotton harvester of claim 2, the upper surface of me extension 

2 includmg a pluratity of elongate roto^

1 5. (Original) In the cotton harvester of claim 1, the improvement further comprising 

2 substantially the entire upper surface ofthe door extension when in the deployed position 

3 being generally located a predetermined distance below the cotton conveying surface of 

4 the door.
